From GOP Ashes 


- As an aftermath of the startling vic- 
tory by Democrats in the Tuesday elec- 
tion, a citizen remarked that instead of 
worrying about a two-party system in 
the South he is now concerned about pre- 
serving it in the nation. The utter rout of 
the GOP would seem to justify such 
thinking. 

Analysis of the election returns shows 
a-familiar pattern. The Old Guard brand 
of Republicanism, with which both the 
President and Vice President Nixon asso- 
ciated themselves during the campaign, 
again has been rejected decisively. In ef- 
fect, both Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon 
have been repudiated. 


_ The one exception to defeat of old-line 
Republicans was Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona. But observers point out the po- 
litical situation there was altogether dif- 
ferent and that the caliber of his oppo- 
sition was of the weakest sort. Goldwater 
will be a lonely figure in the shrunken 
GOP minority. 

In New York State, Nelson Aldrich 
Rockefeller, who was brought to politics 
by President Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry Truman, is Republican governor- 
elect. He did not run as an Eisenhower 
or as a Nixon Republican. He disavowed 
the position taken by both in their last- 
week campaign orations. He had not 
merely the suspicion but the criticism of 
the Old Guard. 

Will the GOP—as it did with Wen- 
dell Willkie, Thomas E. Dewey and Gen. 
Fisenhower—again turn to a candidate 
who has proved he can get votes? With 
Nixon’s candidates having been defeated 
so decisively in California and elsewhere, 
we very well may witness the same sort 
of movement which resulted in nomina- 
tion of GOP liberals in the past two dec- 
ades. 

* Nelson Rockefeller seems to fit the 
pattern. He ran on a liberal platform. He 
pledged a strong rent control law. He 
stood for unemployment insurance legis- 
lation to cover concerns with but a single 
employe. He also supported state credit to 
build public and private housing for mid- 
dle income groups. 

- Contributing to Harriman’s defeat in 
New York, of course, was his brazen wel- 
coming back of Adam Clayton Powell to 
the party. Decent citizens deserted him 
in droves as a result. 

Rockefeller emerges in the growing 
image of the man who won when Eisen- 
hower’s and Nixon’s campaign lost. 
Therefore, he may grow into the image 
which Eisenhower had in 1952. Then the 
convention wanted Taft but chose the man 
who could win. And since that time, the 
voters have weeded out progressively 
those who used his coattails to win elec- 
tion and then sabotaged his program.

Chairman Morris Abram emphasized 
that the group is merely gathering infor- 
mation and holds no preconceived opin- 
ions.

It should shed light on why some cases 
have been pending as far back as 1954 and 
why repeaters such as lottery queen Mar- 
garet Hodges, with charges hanging over 
their heads, have been free to continue 
their illegal activities for long periods of 
time. 
~ One of the most vehement complaints 
of law enforcement officers is the delay 
often encountered in bringing known vio- 
lators to trial after their arrests. It is 
indeed discouraging and there should be 
a remedy.

States’ Rights Include 
Footing the Local Bill 


Erwin Mitchell,. congressman from 
Georgia's Seventh District, made an hon- 
est confession in a speech in Marietta re- 
cently. 

Mr. Mitchell said he favors local gov- 
ernment and states’ rights. But he said 
he had voted against this principle in Con- 
gress because it was to the best interests 
of the Seventh District to do so. 


What he meant was that the federal 
money for which he voted—farm aid, 
welfare, civil defense, roads, Hill-Burton 
hospitals, disaster relief, libraries, slum 
clearance, etc.—are programs in conflict 
with states’ rights. 

Yet, Rep. Mitchell said, these are 
programs the people want and which are 
impractical to handle on a local basis. 

The people want these services but 
so far they have made no attempt at full 
financing at the local level. 

Compatible with the doctrine of state 
and local rights is the doctrine of local 
responsibility and that responsibility in- 
cludes paying the bill. 

As Rep. Erwin Mitchell told them fn 
Marietta, the trend to centralization will 
continue unless we want to reverse it 
by picking up the check right here at 
home.

Justified Delay Urged 
In Pushing Home Rule 


An advisory commission, composed of 
representatives from a number of lead- 
ing organizations, has made the sensible 
recommendation that proposed legislation 
aimed at providing home rule for Atlanta 
be postponed until 1960. 

Their reasoning is sound. Advocates 
of the principle of home rulé, including 
members of the legislative delegation, 
must resolve differences of “opinion on 
specific provisions before any such meas- 
ure can be approved. 

More thought should be devoted to 
preparing a blueprint for the most equi- 
table and practical home rule plan. The 
advisory group’s request that a study 
commission be appointed for that purpose 
is a sound approach to the problem. 

The fact that a constitutional amend- 
ment on the subject cannot be voted on 
until the fall of 1960 clinches the argu- 
ment in favor of postponing efforts until 
the 1960 session of the General Assembly. 
The interim should be utilized to the full- 
est in evolving the most suitable form. 

It is far wiser to work out a sound 
measure that the voters will approve as 
a constitutional amendment than to settle 
for a bill vulnerable to legal attacks even 
if by some miracle it passed in the Leg- 
islature. 

The need for more home rule mounts 
as the city grows. But no practical pur- 
pose can be served by introducing the 
proposal at the January session. It is a 
situation in which such unnecessary haste 
can do considerably more harm than 
good. 

Let the local legislative delegation in- 
stead concentrate its support in 1959 be- 
hind efforts of the Georgia Municipal 
Assn. and other groups to obtain addi- 
tional income or sources of income for 
all cities of the state.

Honor New Pope 


MADRID (AP)—Gen. Francisco 
Franco, Spanish chief of state, 
has decreed special pardons for 
prisoners in honor of the corona- 
tion of Pope John XXIII. 


It affects prisoners charged 
with all types of crimes. 


The pardon will be total for 
prisoners with sentences less than 
two years for crimes committed 
before Nov. 4, that is, the day of 
the coronation of the Pope. 


Prisoners with longer sentences 
will have portions eliminated.

Douglas and County Seat 


Honor Rival of Lincoln 


Douglas County, in west Georgia, was created from Carroll 
and old Campbell counties in 1870, ranking 13ist in order of cre- 
ation. The county and county seat, Douglasville, were named for 
Sen. Stephen A. Douglas, unsuccessful Democratic Presidential 
candidate against Lincoln in 1860. It is reported that the original 
site of Douglasville was called Skin Chestnut for nearly 100 years, 
so named for a large chestnut tree on a high ridge from which 
the Indians stripped the bark to make it a more conspicuous land- 


mark for their gathering place. 


Lithia Springs was once the site of a thriving spa with an 
elaborate Chatauqua grounds that saw its heyday during the 1880s. 
For many years the mineral water was bottled and shipped through- 

out the nation as a cure for many afflictions. 


A few miles from Lithia Springs are the ruins 
of the old Manchester Cotton Mill, burned by 
Union Gen. Sherman's men in 1864. Trees now

are growing inside its five-story walls that are 
open to the sky. 


Douglas County covers 201 square miles, 
ranking with Spalding as the 137th county in size. 
The county has a population of 13,800 (1957 esti- 


mate), 


ranking 80th in population (1950 census). 


Douglasville has a population of 4,000 (1957 estimate). Other towns 
in the county are Winston and half of Villa Rica (which also is in 


Carroll County). 


There were 890 farms (averaging 83 acres) in the county in 
1954. About 70 per cent of the farm income came from poultry, 


dairy and livestock production. 


The Chattahoochee River forms the boundary between Douglas 
and Fulton counties. Highways running through the county are U.S, 


78, and Ga. 8, 92, 5 and 116.

An alert defense by East today 
foiled declarer in the grand slam 
contract which he had rather ag- 


South had the point require- 
ments for an immediate jump 
shift response but elected to tem- 
porize for one round, When North 
raised diamonds, South burst 
forth into Bloackwood. North 
showed two aces and without even 
bothering to check for kings South 
went directly to seven diamonds. 


West chose to lead his fourth 
best spade. East was confronted 
with an immediate problem. It is 
orthodox in situations of this type 
for third hand to play high so 
that declarer will be prevented 
from winning a cheap trick. 


But, rather than rely on an an- 
cient adage, East determined to 
delve deeper into the possibilities 
of the hand. The only apparent 
hope for the defense was to win 
a heart trick. If declarer has two 
hearts, the contract will be brok- 
en, unless dummy obtains three 
discards. 


If East plays low, declarer wins 
the trick cheaply but can obtain 
only one discard on the ace of 
spades and it will be seen that 
dummy can’ obtain only one ad- 
ditional discard on the clubs, -for 
declarer has only a _ four-card 
suit. 

This conclusion has been 
reached by simple arithmetic. 
When West leads the four of 
spades (his fourth best), he can 
have no more than six of the suit, 
assuming he has the trey and the 
deuce, so that South must have 
at least three spades. 


If he has two hearts, his minor 
suits must be either 5-3 or 4-4. 
Since only two discards will not 
be helpful to declarer, East 
played low and declarer eventu- 
ally had to resort to the heart 
finesse. East had protected him- 
self against South holding A-J-10 
spades. 

Had he played his king at trick 


one, declarer would have obtained 
the necessary number of heart

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(UPI) — A magistrate’s court 
Thursday imposed three - pound 
($8.40) fines or three month jail 
sentences on each of 128 Negro 
women arrested following recent 
demonstrations against a new law 
ordering African women to carry 
passbooks. 

Five women were acquitted. 
The women were found guilty 
of breaking the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act and obstructing 
police. Hundreds of others remain 
in jails awaiting hearings on sim- 
ilar charges. 

Until last month, only men were 
issued passbooks, without which 
Africans cannot enter the city to 
work. The issuance of new books 
to women is now proceeding with- 
out protest.

Drug Addiction Found To Be Rare 


By JOYCE GEMMILL 


Atlanta mothers who may be 
overly concerned about their 
teen-age children becoming ex- 
posed to the evils of drug addic- 
tion can take heart, 


According to John T. Cusack, 
district supervisor of narcotics 
here in Atlanta, drug traffick- 
ing in this city is so low in 
comparison with other cities of 
its size, that the possibility of 
a teen-ager ever becoming a 
marijuana addict is remote. 


“Pictures and lurid accounts 
that play up the teen-ager being 
led astray by the dope pusher 
are very often overdone,” 
says Mr. Cusack, In most in- 
stances, the boy or girl who suc- 
cumbs to drugs had a criminal 
record prior to any contact with 
narcotics. 


TIED TO MUSIC 


Mr. Cusack goes on to ex- 
plain however, that very often 
teeners could be exposed to ad- 
dicts who are also popular kings 
of jazz or bop. These ‘‘creeps”’ 
as Mr. Cusack refers to them, 
are found many times, in smoky 
parlors of low repute where the 
teen-agers consider the music 
“gone’’ and marijuana smoking 
a ‘‘fad.”’ 


Mr. Cusack stressed the fact 
that Atlanta mothers have a 
decided edge over more unfor- 
tunate parents in areas such as 
New York, Chicago, Detroit and 
Miami. He emphasized, how- 
ever, that parents who keep a 


a 


firm grip on their youngsters 
and make it a point always to 
know where their children are 
and whom they are with, sel- 
dom have delinquency or nar- 
cotic problems. 


Due to heavy law enforce- 
ment on the part of the local 
police department and govern- 
ment narcotics agents no 
heroin, the candy of the under- 
world, has been found in At- 
lanta since 1956. Mr. Cusack 


credits this to the imposing of , _ 
heavier prison sentences and — 


the ability of the Treasury De- 
partment to stop the smuggling 
of drugs at its source. 


BIG PART 


The United Nations has played 
a big part in narcotic control 
and international agreements 
among the members of the UN 
have resulted in keeping drug 
infiltration down to a minimum, 
according to Mr. Cusack. 

Today, there are less than 50.- 
000 known addicts in the United 
States. Says Mr. M. L. Harney, 
superintendent of Division of 
Narcotic Control in Illinois,

Treasury agents showed great 


concern over the smuggling into | 


the United States of huge quan- 
tities of smoking opium — from 
factories in British Columbia, 
among other sources. 


So great was this influx of 


smuggled drugs from Canada, |

Estimates in this country, prior 
to the early 20's placed the nar- 
cotic incidence as one in 400 
or 300. When World War II came 
along drug traffic plummeted 
to an irreducible minimum. 


Two or three years after the 
war drug traffic and addiction 
skyrocketed in this coun- 
try. Again new efforts were 
made to reduce this situation 
which resulted in the present low

Mr. Cusack emphasized that 


every American citizen should | 


be acquainted with the prob- 
blems of narcotics, however, and 
how to deal with it when it oc- 
curs. The drug situation is still 
far from solved and it behooves 
every citizen to realize the im- 
portance of narcotic control and 
the horrible plight of the “‘living- 
dead’’ — the drug addict.

We parked the car and stood a moment 
in the bright November sunshine admiring 
a red oak tree which seemed afire with 
color. Then we tackled the apple trees, 
stretching and reaching for the perfect 
ruby red ones that seem always just out 
of reach, stooping and bending to pick up 
the windfalls. A heady cidery smell arose 
from the ground where the fallen ones 
slowly turned to brown pulp. 


As we picked and our pockets bulged 
and grew heavy we ate. Maybe connois- 
seurs will tell you there are better tasting 
things than a firm, tart, juicy little Yates 
on a brisk November morning, but they 
err. An apple you pick yourself and eat in 
a mountain orchard is flavored with sun- 
shine and frost and shot through with the 
scarlet and gold and deep indigo blues of 
the mountainside. You may get a sug- 
gestion /of Ahis flavor in a_ store-bought 
apple, brought home in a mesh bag from 
the grocery store, but it’s only a sugges- 
tion. People should be allowed to pick 
every apple they eat. 


In the same way there's nothing so warm- 
ing as a chunk of wood which you either 
cut or bring home from the forest for 
yourself.

As we walked up the old woods road I 
searched for heart leaves and spice woods 
and the special rare kinds of fern that 
grow on rocks along the creek. But mostly 
I looked for wood, an old pine knot, a de- 
caying stump, a lichened pole dry enough 
to break into fireplace lengths at a blow 
from an axe. 


We left little piles of wood along the 
trail, planning to pick them up as we came 
back.

Crossing the 
creek on the footlog with an armload of 
wood and an axe in your hand and the 
rain beating down on your head is a neat 
trick. But we're dried out now. The fire 
is blazing high sending out sparks and a 
fragrance that’s really oak and hickory 
smoke but seems to be a compound of all 
the subtle wood smells, of darkness com- 
ing on and winter in the air and rain on 
the roof.

‘Time’ Has Leading Role 
In Cancer Films Here 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


Two women lived by the 
same time clock, but time 
killed one and cured the other. 


Both women had cancer of 
the uterus. They lived in the 
same city and went to the same 
doctor. But time became the 
enemy of one woman. She 
waited to see the doctor until 
she developed pain in the back 
and legs, months after she had 
started unusual bleeding. 


Time became the friend of 
the other woman, apparently in 
robust health, who thought it 
wise to have a pelvic examina- 
tion by a doctor at least once 
a year. Her wisdom saved her 
life. Long before the doctor 
could see the cancer growing, 
he took a small sample of fluid 
and a specialist examined it un- 
der a microscope. : 


Some of the cells in the fluid 
looked suspicious. After more 
tests which confirmed the can- 
cer, the worman was treated by 
her doctor. Five years later 
she showed no sign of cancer 
and felt fine. 


Tiny cells from the uterus 
normally slough off into the 
fluid, and cancer cells usually 
slough off, too. Thus, by proper 
staining and examination, can- 
cer cells can be detected long 
before they develop into a dan- 
gerous growth. The simple, 
painless collection of fluid can 
save lives by leading to early 
treatment. 


The story of the two women 
and the simple way to keep 
time on your side is told in a 
short film put out by the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society. The film 
is called ‘‘Time and Two Wom- 
en.” 


To show how cancer can be 
cured if caught early, the De- 
Kalb County unit of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society is sponsor- 
ing a series of free programs. 
The programs schedule fashion 
shows for entertainment and 
films for education. Consult the 
schedule elsewhere on this 
page.

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Crime Lab Expert May Sometimes Forget 
A Name--But NOT a Handwriting ! !!

A former penmanship teach- 
er has switched from teaching 
school to teaching juries—about 
forgeries. 


“It’s really the same, teach- 
ing students and testifying be- 
fore juries,” laughed Mrs. 
Mary Beacom, the handsome 
white-haired woman sparkling 
with enthusiasm for her work 
as state handwriting expert. 


For more than 20 years, she 
carried on her examination of 
questioned documents on a 
part-time basis while teaching 
art at Smith High School. 


QUESTIONED DOCUMENTS 


She first got interested in 
questioned documents when a 
friend of hers, a doctor, was 
accused of sending some ob- 
scene postcards through the 
mail. 


Convinced of his innocence, 
she went to work on compari- 
sons of the cards and the doc- 
tor’s handwriting. 


“And we proved without a 
doubt that the writing on the 
cards was not that of the doc- 


art, before she retired to de- 
vote all her time to her work 
on questioned documents. 


AFTER RETIRING 


After retiring from teaching, 
she spent three months in 
Washington and Europe visit- 
ing such places of specific in- 
terest to her as the FBI head- 
quarters, Scotland Yard and 
the handwriting examination bu- 
reau in Wales where all the 
questioned documents are 
studied for the entire British 
Empire. 

After her trip, she returned 
to Atlanta to take on the job 
of handwriting expert on a full- 
time basis. But she still spends 
her vacations traveling to places 
(such as Williamsburg where 
she studied the old presses and 
the paper they used) of specific 
interest in her field. 


Her field has given her many 
varied interests, which she uses 
in her work—such as studies of 
various kinds of currencies, 
stamps, photography and_ the 
uses of special lighting, psy- 
chology and law of disputed 
and forged documents.

magnifying lens are some of 
her tools. 


A good bit of her work in- 
volves forged checks. And their 


ticeable changes over the years. 


“It used to be that most of 
the bad check passers were 
professionals and that liquor 
stores got hit the hardest. But 
now most of the bad check 
passers are amateurs with su- 
permarkets cashing 35 per cent 
of all the bad checks.” 


And frequently the numbers, 
rather than the signature, be- 
trays the forger’s “trade 
mark.”’ 


“The way a forger writes out 
the amount of the check is the 
most distinctive part. Even a 
peculiar ‘&’ sign has betrayed 
one.” 


In fact, frequently it is these 
little things that Mrs. Beacom 
must look for—the peculiar way 
one particuliar letter is made, 
the way a forger adds flour- 
ishes or draws a line, frequent- 
ly can betray him. 


“I have trouble remembering | 


names,”” smiled Mrs, 


Beacom 


“But I can usually remember | 


a handwriting.” 
NOT ALL FORGERY 


Not all of her work is done 
to show forgery. In fact about 
40 per cent of the cases she 


document—ranging from checks 
and bank notes to letters or 
wills—to be authentic. 


She added that many robbers 
are more interested in stealing 
identification than in the money 
itself and that, while drivers 
licenses are the best identifi- 
cation to get a check cashed, 


they are also the easiest to © 


forge. 


“But when I go into court, 
I must have my case for for- 
gery worked out so that the 
jurors can have no shadow of 
doubt.”’ 


And then she. keeps some in- 
formation “in reserve” for 
when the defense attorneys 
cross-examine her. 


TESTIFY IN COURT 


“You see, when I go to court, 
it's like I'M the criminal. ['M 
the one who did the forgery. 
The stronger my case, the more 
my personal integrity is hit at 
by the defense.” 


And the defense, as a last re- 
sort, will shake his finger at 
her and say, “You mean you'd 
jeopardize the freedom of my 
client with. this evidence.” 


To this, Mrs. Beacom says 
quietly as if to a well-meaning 
but misguided little pupil, ‘I'm 
sorry,”’ and smiles. 


“And that’s the worst thing 
you can do to a lawyer—smile 
in court.”

Middlecoff to win the Memphis Open last May, the last time he 
took it all. 


When Maxwell isn’t discussing golf, he’s usually talking foot- 
ball. An avid Southwest Conference fan, he has sat in on all of 
SMU’s home games this season. “I saw ‘em beat Tech out 
there,” he said, “but I never thought they were going to win 
that one. In the first quarter it looked like Tech was going to 
have ah easy day. But in the second half everything clicked for 
SMU ... sorta like it did for me today. I’m looking forward to 
seeing Tech play against Clemson Saturday. 


“By the way,” he added, “I remember when Tonto Coleman 
was coaching out in Abilene. That was a long time ago and I was 
just a little kid, but I remember him.”
